Such are 
pellet throwers in Yorkihire and Durham ; our foot- 
toffers, who are found all over the nation ; our left] 
runners, tavern-haunters, and all of every denomi 
who ezercife themielves in any fport on xht Sabbathf 
ftationed along with the mad fabbath-breakers. 

Laft of all there are our religious fabbatfa-breakers, a 
SknQ, that is formed of party zealots, and felf-feaker^ 
preachers and henrers. As for the former, their d 
is various. One man preaches the pope, another 
the councils. One preaches St; Dominick^ anodwf^l 
Francis. One preaches epiicopacy like the great 
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Jther preaches prelbytcry, as the only way of iUlva- 
Onc preaches up mankind in general, and auoiher \ ^ 
es his own perfonal endowments in paiticular ; hut 
preaching Jefus Chrift, that is foreign to their pur-

DU. I do not know that, uncle ; but I am ready to tdli 
you what hand I had in it. You all kno\;7 the man, and a;. , 
ttuftj friend of ours lie was, as any in his day. Yo« kiUMT: 
he moft inordindtely loved Herodias, his own brothfr-; 
Philip's wife ; and by the dire<aion. of oui friend Concup^K 
centia, he added incefl to his adultery, by taking her tohip^ 
bed. It was about this time, thai this famous Saptifty the? 
founder of the fe^ called by his name, began His pttbfi^^ 
xniailtry; Scfeaslefs of man exclaimed' againft all man&ei dKi 
^mcleannefs ; for he was faithful to his commiSon. WjdlgriA 
this htmc auilere Bapti(l took occafion one day in the 
lowing manner, to leprove the tetrarch for his lewdne&'i 
** Herod,, faid Jie, the God who made thee, hath> for 
owft glory, exalted thee to the tetrarchical dignity j 
far from Undying his honor, thou adteit moft unwort 
and turned his goodncfs te thee into wantonnefs, 
not thou know, that the fame God who made thee r 
in Galilee, hath faid, *^ Thou Ihalc not commit adultery^ 
Put her therefore away from thee ; if thou doft not, 
mud exped that the Moft Higli will mingle for lbe« 
cup of hift indignation. " ■ .>i 

1 was then at the court of Galilee, and did BOt faiL'M.. 
improve the Baptift's admonition to the moft fatal pufpoJP^* 
es, I transformed myfelf into the likenefs of a grave couiij 
ier, a form very familiar to me, went up to the kin^, 
held my inverting mirror before his eyes, bidding him |^ 
take a full view ©f the matter thus.

ed by his miniflry. And the tl^ird fs a rambling ineonfiB^' 
ent preacher, norwithftanding, by his inftrumeatalityyinai^ 
are brought to a fenfe of their fm and danger. 

Thefe quarrels are of great ufe to dur governaienti 
they fail not to reproach Chriftianity, Humble tlie Weak be*

•f hisexprt(rions,and thought it his duty to make tke prea^j 
er acquainted with it as foon as poflible. But as Trcbonlil^ 
has too good an opinion of his own attainments eafily If '^^ 
' trad a faying, he vindicated not only the do^nei but 
tnpde «f ei^preffioa.

Infid* Not enemies to all creeds, coudn, only to thoi 
creeds which they deem orthodox ; thofe which debafethcf 
linner/ exalt the Savior, and th\^art the views of hunian ar* 
rogance. Bat they are very fond of fucli* creeds as tickU ■ 
proad nature, eclipfe the fovereignty of grace, and debafe 
the Saviour as infmfficient of himfelf to fave to the utter- 
xnofl thole that come to God by him : as you- will feeia r 
the foliov^ing. ** I believe m the great God, the Father 
and fountain of Deity, a^ an abfolute and fiipreir.e beinff 
eternal, immortal, inv-iiible, omniprefent, all-powetful, tfae ^ 
Creator, Supporter and Governor of all the worlds. I bc^' ': 
lieve in another God, who is not etcrnivl in his exifteneei- 
not omniprefent in his effence ; not omnipotent, but entire- 
ly dependent on the great God for his very exigence ; not 
fupreme over all, as Paul the fanatic thought ; but fubjeA>' 
in ail things to hi.Ti that made him ; nvt immortal, but 
a«5lually died about fevemeen hundred years agone, ftr 
purpofes af.erwards to be mentioned. I farther bclievcr ' 
concerning, this fccond God, that he was created, as the ' 
famous VVhi lion fays, by the great God, in an ineffable 
manner, before the foundation of the world, far above ill ; 
angels, and appointed to be the minider of the wrath aad 
mercy of the Creator. I believe in a third God, called the 
Holv Ghoft, created by the fecond. God, or fuffragan ^/ 
the fupreme Deity, and that, therefore, he may properly be'

felves, yet pious a-nd holy. A man fcnt of God, as a great' 
teachei, v^hofe buiinefs in life was to introduce anew miU" 
law commonly called the gofpel ; becaufe God had altered^/" 
his mind rcfpedling thefalvation of mankind, fince his giT« 
ing ef the old law, wh{ch,'upon examination, and loogci?"' 
perience, was found to be too ftrid and fevere, confequcalif ' 
unjuft and fit for obolition.

^sok called the Bible, afcribe to Jefus of Nazaielh. 

** Concerning the original da.eofniaD, I believe, that

ikenefs which he bore before he had finned ;. that, altho' 
he fountain became polluted, the dreams continue pure- 
kAd limpid ; and. ahho the root was depraved by tranf- 
ferefiioni the branches and fruit are>holy and innocent So* 
luu there is no fuch thing as original fth in any fenfe ; nor.

between the worfhip of the father, as fuprezne, and that flfj 
his fon, as inferior and fubordinare, inltead ef exculpatii 
them from the charge of idolatry, doth adh^ally enforce ib] 
Fjfi, But, to clear themfelves from the charge of idoUj 
atry, they alege farther, fir, the command of Ged himfer 
for their woii&pping the Son notwithftandinglirs inferi< 
ty. The great God, fay they, hath given commund, 
all the angels of God fhould worfhip him, and that all 
ihould honour him ; (hall then our obedience draw n[ 
us the reproach of idolatry ? 

Infid. So they fay. But if they knew the fcripturet, 
half as well as you and me, who have laboured all oar i 
to cloud their evidence, they would fee that thcfc 
nrands, indead ef exculpating them from, do aflually 
home the charge of idolatry upon them. God hath cj 
ly coiTiinanded, that, "Mankind (hall have no other 
before him," as cbj .<fts of religious adoration, either b] 
fice or o:herwii'e. '^ nd he would hardly have himfelf int 
duccd another, f»f a tiifie-ent nature, and commanded' 
men ro wo-, (hip hfm ; feeing, in this cafe, one comi 
would have clafhod wi h the other. This would ha^e 
fhe ipriUg of wild confufion, and eveOafting uncei 
foi the two comman'ls being diametrically opp ficoyaoi 
-could ever haVe ktowii which of the two might be 
with fafe ty. 

. Would we but fufFer them to reflet upon the divine i 
mands they mud unavoidably fee, that their worftij 
of the Son of God, as merely delegated, with ao ii 
of worfliipf is abfohtte idolAtrjr. Wbca the firft 
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ffen Was broiight into the world as was fold, '•^T.eft aH the 
ittngeU of God worfhip htm/' which ihcj accordingly did

The principal difference is this : Thepof*^ 
iQi Juno whom they eall'the mother of God, is far greater 
in power, and more exalted in glory, than the wife of Jirj 
)}iter, the pagan Deity. The pagan Juno, a£led ia all thiii|ifll 
fuhordinate to the will of her huiband, the kiag and fatbtfli 
of the gods, who bore abfolute f^ay over the beavcsif W 
fynod : but the poplfh Jupiter adls in fubordination to lllw 
will of his virgin mother. *" He rales the creation, indeedlw 
but then he is dill iuhjetfl to marcmal dire^ion y fo Aal fty 
h not God, the favicur of finnert:, but the virgin Mary dl. 
popilh Juno, who poiTefTes abfolute fovcretgnty ; and wMi 
good they exped at the hand of God, is expcAed as to bl 
done in obedience to bis virgin mother* 

In all other things, there is little or no difparity betvcft 
the ancient and modern panthtoQ worfiiip. The p9gi^. 
worfhlpped angels, whom they called gods ; the papiAHii|^il 
ihip them alfo, knowing them to be creatoies. Thefafj 
had tlieir heroes and heroines, whom they adored 
the name of demi-gods ; the latter, alfo, h^ve their 
and heroines, whom ihey worfbip under the name of) 
The ancients liad their ambiguous oracles and lyt^ 
dcrs, and the moderns have both, in far greater abuiidlli)i|'j 
fothat he mud be blind, indeed, who does &«t fee am^if^ 
i£cm undifguifed pagacifm. '^ 
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It(kp» Then it mvft follow, that the papifts are greatet 
friends to my father Infidelis* than the Arians and Socini- 
ans ; becaufe thefe kear fomething of the appearance of

For iailaace, whtlft a curate, a vicarage is the idol : the 
icarage obtained, it gives place to a prebend or deaneiy | 
rhich once enjoyed, they alfo, in their turn, give place to 
, UfLoprick ; that to an archbiflioprick, which is the prim* 
ipal idol of the £ngli(h. But in other countries, there 
le idols of a fuperior rank, fo that the moment an aichbi* 
lioprick is obtained, incenfe fmoaks to a cardinal's hat ; 
rkich aifo nb rained, lofes its worihipper f who is now con* 
«rted to the* worfliip of the triple crown,the great god ana 
'ather of all other idols. 

Nor are the Uity lefs devout than their reverend brethr 
'en ; for one man worfhips univerfal empire, like Lie wis of 
France, and fome others ; but it is faid that George Bri* 
jun is an apoftate from this 1 eligion. Another worships a 
»owa and fceptre, like the defcendants of a certain brick* 
aycr ; and many adore the place, of prime miniiler, chaap 
rellor of the kingdom, firft lord of the treafury, with everf 
>Kher place of honor and truft in government. S»roe yon 
hall iee fall proftrate before a ftar and garter,whilft other* 
ire all obedience to a coronet. The hulband lies in the 
daft befcve ** his honor," whilftr-h's wife in raptures adores

But evei fince the kings of England 
were kept pnfoners under a guard, left truth (hould bccorne 
familar to the royal car, the cale has been quite altered} 
now it is fo full of pleas and demurrers, doubts and excepts 
ions, &c. that it is a perfe<5l labrynih ; dangerous for aa 
boned man to enter. For, in the lawyers* company, it ill 
ftanding rule, that, whether the plaintiff or defendant lofe, 
the caiflfe, the lawyers, on both fides, ^re fure to be co 
erable gainers. Indeed, it is very feldom, but they manai^ 
the matter fo, that all parties, .except themfelves, arelofcrs;

By this time, I furniihed each of ihem with a icl« 
efcope» by wkich they might tboioughlj ciainine e^icli 
other's condud, and (<> reciprocally ftrift is their mutual 
watch, that nothing can efcapc them/l'hus from tke finaiU 
tft beginning, founded too in mifundo: (landing, I iu.i!cj 
perpetual ^fj^d and enmity. Abfutd and ridicul»iis sa 
this is, I could point you out a thoufanJ difFetcncesyfprung 
from incidents equally frivolous and unimportant. Indeed, 
if Freedom aod ^ubmiffion keep at 1 di (lance, I can blo\r 
vp a flame of contention the mod violent, from the fnial- 
left matters imm^ginable. And I th#'^k jny ftars, MeiTrg. 
Freedom and Submiffion are in no great eftcem with man- 
icind. But, wherever they <*ome, they dcftroy my feeds, aid 
cfFeAually exlinguift my flames, for Uicy are irrefifliblc 
|>eace makers. 

Fa^, it is I, my fon, who have brcight thofe gentle- 
men into difrcpute. I pei fuade people, it is beneath them 
to fubmit to theii equals, h^w much foever they have been 
in the wrong. 1 have, ere now, perfuaded one man to di) 
all ke coidd, t* ruin the reputation of his neighbour, in or- 
4tT to cdablifh his own, when he found it in a tottering 
•condition ^ and that too amongit thofe who take themfelves 
<D-be more righteous than others. 

jDat. I have great pleafure, fometimes, in making pa- 
rents become the increments of their children's ruin. Or, 
as f»me people fay, to kill them with kindncfs. I makpe JEt 
my buHnefs to prejudice almoft every parent, fo far in fa^ 
▼our of his children that every one confiders his ovm, as the 
tnoft witty and a^ive ; or, to ufe the words of a good wq. 
man, concerning her fon of two years old, the moft manly 
«>f any child in the neighbourhoofll, even as the crow con* 
ceives iier own to be fairer thati all itit children of xkt 
leathered people. 

I ihall trouble you but with one inftancc, out of themilli* 
#ns I might produce. Little maRer Jacky, wns one of thofe 

^laordinary childrea, wbofe almoft ev«nr aAiba was ost 
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of the common waf^the wonder and admiration of his afloB' 
ifhed parents. Jacky muft not be chidf when be pincfaedi 
bit, or fcratched his nurfe, but muft have his own pretty lit- 
tle humour ; it was even pleafmg to fee his lovely fift darted 
into his parents' faces. So, you may be fure, the child nuft 
not be f«£Fered to cry upon any account, but muft always 
be indulged in whatever he wanted. Thus this extraordi- 
nary childjin whom however, none befkies his parents could 
fee any thing out of the common way, notwiihftanding eve- 
ry vi liter was plagued with the hlftory of his wonderfol 
icats, upon uliich his patents dwelt wi^ raptures. I fxjf 
Jacky found himfelf mafter of th« whole family ; he adcd 
accordingly, and took his own way in every particular. 

]3y liic'e means his tempers gained firengih, io that they' 
became habitual, not to be broken by ordinary means. 

When he got a few moie years over his head, ftillgrow- ■ 
ing in his humour, the poor parents began to fee and li- 
ment the errors of their former conduft. Too laic, mafter 
Jacky being now in breeches and grown a great boy, wiB 
not readliy give back that dominion they were pleafed to 
put into his hands, when but in petticoats. He thinks it very . 
hard he fliould not choofe for himfelf row he is ten, as well 
as when he was but three years old ; rightly judgin|>, that 
he was not more wile then than he is now ; and if they 
thought him fit to be all their mailers then, he is fure that 
by this time he is much more fit^to goverr?. 

ApprehcFifive now of the ruin of bis fon, the father ezh^ 
bits exhortations, injundions, reproofs, and threateningli 
with great feverity. In vais, for not being bended i^huft 
lender and rr.aleable, matter's tempers are not now to be 
turned out of their native channel. As, in former tiroes, I 
pliedylhe parents, in prejudice of their darling, it was now 
time to ply him alfo in his turn. I furnifhed him a pair cf . 
5i:l;ifre?, and dircdled Jiim in the ufe of them ; and now tht 
youtli began to retifon iipoii his father's condufl. 

*< What a change i^ this Cf^mc to niy father ? Once le 
was lomething like good rarured, but now he is the woft 
fiflf-willed aRd rigourons man in the world. Surely norei- 
foorible pcrfon wnuld inipofe fuch laws upon his childrcihiS' 
he does 6c rr.e ; laws, fuch as U'^^body of any fpiiit vwuld 
fubmit to. I was formerly his.pretty ladt hi*; good boy,a?»d 
every thing 1 did .was right. Timekrwe ftmngely changed}- 
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tof now I can do nothing to pleafe htm. I could have had 
what I woiUd, and gone where I pleafed ; bat now, I am 
perplexed with warm exhortations, which I hear uareafon- 
ably freqaent ; and can go no whcie, without his leave, as 
if 1 had not more fenfe now than when I was little. His re- 
proofs are too harih ; I hear of npthing but my (lubborn- 
nefs and wickedne^ } of his and my mother's forrow ; and 
of breaking their hearts^ on my account. I fliould break 
none of their hearts i afTure them, if they would let me alone, 
" Cannot my fatiicr'and mother grieve for thcnfelves, 
and not teaac me about their trouble ? I am no worfe than 
my neighbors i ch) by Uieir account, 1 might be the wick- 
edeil wretch thac ever lived. It is not enougli that f mufl 
.g>) to church on holidays, but we mult have Ictflures on di- 
Tiaity at home ; and for me, I am roundly told, that if I 
giy on as I dp, I mu(l certainly perifh- Yes, I muil even be 
damned and go to hell. OU people are fiiely veiy conceit- 
ed 'f I will vv Arrant me they ttiink they nre lb very good, 
Uiey are fure to go to heaven, it is a brave thing to have a 
good opjiiion of one's fcif, which furely mull be their cafe, 
or they v'Ou'«d never plague me thui with their repeated 
le^t'i-e-.. Well, f'jr my own part, I am not fo vain, and 
yet I think I am in no gieaicr dangjr than they are. When 
they we«e y")un^;;, 1 dare lay, they ioved pleafure as well as 
me ; but novv f Jijy get o;d and cannot relifli it themfclyes, 
tiiey v^' )U'd aiT«.ieJ.y reiliain me from it. Reafonable par- 
cue* ought not l'j f»rn their commands upon what they 
now are but whai thev were when of my ajge. But I am de- 
termined t> la!>:nit to iio luch govcrii:nc:4t. I will evea 
take my pl;;arure vhiut 1 can have it. and let them grieve 
on if they ch.iDi'e." 

Thus, gentlemen, I perfuade many to lay up future af- 
flictions t'.): themftives, in the early ruin of their children, 
by over mdu^c^enc:. 1 f-iy early luin ; for, if little mailer 
is n')t tan^fhc t) lubmit to goveVnmeut wh Ilk in petticoats, 
it is much if he ever learns fubmilHon afier he is in brcech- 
es» He who always h^d his own way when but an infant, 
will take it very iil to be reilraiued when hz raifcs towards 
manhood.* Yet ibme, yea many parents, will let their 
- children do as tliey pleafe, whilit but little, and increafe in 
their ftr!<5lnefs as they advance in years, fo that they become 
matual aiIli<9:ions to each other. In manhood you knovr 

♦ FiJe L(>cke on EJucation. 
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children fkould be iifed hj their parents ai frieitf^'and'cox>- 
fidents iniha^ of being kept at an awful diftance. Yet thofc- 
' very parents, wko have laid the foundation of their foo'i 
ruin, by early indulgence in his i;)fancy, very often coo* 
fllete it by unfeafonable flriJhiefs over him, when he iiver- 
giag towards man's eftate. Vou know parents (kould always 
aft, fo as that their company ihall never be burdenfome to 
iheir children. But I (hall become nioralifl if I go on thus. ' 

Imp. Many fucli youths as mader Jacky fall into my 
hands« If once they can, by any means, be brought to d> 
fpife reproof, I reckon myfelf quite fure of them ; and when. | 
they come, I commonly employ ihem in my deepefl mioes^ 

Infiii, It is always a hopeful fign, when the heart is har- 
dened a£ain(l reproof. If a young one can be brought to< 
defp^fe the commands, reproofs and advice of his parent!. 
he bids fair for being one of the devil's companions fot 
ever ; and, indset?, nothing but the grace of God can pic- 
vent it. It is very ?:Trecable to us to fee how happily fucccfi- 
fnl our inrinences arc «f»ver mankind, efpecially in Britain. 
Tiicre, mniiy parents bring up their children, juil as if they 
defigftcJ tli^m parpofely for the devil. I have great hopcf 
•f the next generationj gentlemen. 

Dis, I mikc myfelf very merry with the ladies^ in ana* 
thcr way, wliich alfo turns eventually to e^ei lading fepaia* 
lion. I join a litle knot of them ton^ether fo clofely for a 
litnc, that they cannot befeparated, *ior bear to be afunder 
for a drty together. I prejudice them fo ftron/^ly for ;i while 
in each other's favour, that they (hew a mATiifetl flight to- 
ibolc who are not happy enough to be admitted into their 
ibciely. Family neceJlty, and every domeilick duty, mni 
give place to their iirm attachment to one another. Whctt. 
they get together for a little chit-char, they are as happy ai 
the birds in May ; not only examine every abfent chara^sr, 
vithin the circle of their acquaintance, and report to each 
othsr all tlie evil they know of their own fex ; but each 
dwells fe vera! ly upon tht excellencies or failingb of her hat 
band ; who is, at one time, the bed of men, :il another 
time the worft, juft as her ladylhip happens to be in agoo4 
or bad humour with him. Thus they go on, until cveif 
one is fully acquainted with the family affairs of the rel^ 
and thus they bring themfelves into the power of one ano- 
ther. Tills is the zenith of that happioei^ to which I aiiB' 
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'to bring them ; for even the devil will give prefent happi-

Out come 
perfonai faults along wiih family affairs, and an hundred 
etceteras, and thofe very ladies iii down, juft as the devil 
would have them, in implacable hatred to each other.

Thofe gfnt-^ 
ty .are all under my dominion, iielide?, a veiy* great iharc 
of my infiaence relts on many others, who aie grievoufly 
oppreiled with troubles which never happen. Souje are io re-^ 
markably ingenious, as to apprehend difiicuhies for thcm- 
ielves and e^pring, for a great many years to come, as 'S 
the evil of the day were not fufHcient of itle>f. 

Stop, Lunatio> faid I, there you touch me feniibly. I wil]} 
not thus give up my caieful fubjedls. True, r£|>lied he, but 
you and 1 may play into one another's handt^v And,- al- 
though I alLr)w them to be yours, it is eai'y to ice abun<^ 
^nce of madnefs in their difpufirion^and condut^. What 
wifdom, 1 pray you, is there iu any man's burdening him-- 
felf today, with what may or may not happen a twelve 
month hence ? I*efs fliil, in pretending to forefee what may 
happen in future ; feeing all future events are locked up in 
counfel of the eternal mind. 

There are people of property, who fink their rents, fall 
:tl>eir timber, mortgage their eUates, in giving grand enter- 
tainments to hungry vifitants and hangeis-on, aiiei the ex-- 
ample of Timon of Athens, in order to be thought genei:- 
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<ius and gre.it. Mot once conGdering, that the neareS waf t 
to eileeni is ilill to prci'irve the gdd^n coid in the haQiiraiF 
the owner. Let ali be once fpenc, the iiifatiable hangenoa 
who crowd the plenteous tal>le, will drop ciFlike leaTesia 
aatumn ; and if ihe wretch retains the loving regard of Ar- 
gus his dog, he mull exped no more. Away with the bA 
to Bedlam I He oisght to go no longer without (hackles. 

Parents there are. To doatingly fond of their childrei^ 
that they Il^ip ihenifeives of their polIelEons, in wder t0 
make them refpedable in the world, long, enough bthn 
cheir own lives are at a period; leaving their future fu^iport 
to the good nature and mercy of the dear boy or girl, wImVi 
it is thonght, are fo well difpvfed, as to be incapable cfia- 
gratitude to thofe who gave them being. Buty Ice the dett 
boy or girl, once get the parents* eft-ate into their poweff- 
and they wiU ^ive them occafion enough to lament Hm 
tolly, when every ihiiling received, fhall come wiih a ^of 
intelligible frown.

.You are very prone, to aferibe to diaoce or a.cc!dcr.t,aBd 
other fuck chimerical gentry, wotks, the honor of which is 
rdae only to mjfelf. Ajt^jon are apt toconcluuc tliat thcTC 
is even n* madnefs in religion. Pride aad covsicufnels may 
fitevail ever fo ;: but you never think of madnefs. What 
Ie£s thaa madnefs is it to w^rfhip a wooden Savioiir,or a Je- 
fiis Chrift of man's making ? To adore a god,that has been 
baked iaan>oven ; or to pretend to eattlie deity : I could 
•pen fuch a field before you» as would make you wonder 
at the bound tngs of religious madnefs. 

GO' with, me to the chambers of the fick, and fee tht 
vorks of madnefs there performed. That lady liavrng over 
taten herfelf at dinner, finding her (lomach uneafy, took a 
glafs of brandy to help digeftion, after ihai anotlier, &c. 
Wittl (lie. is now very ill upon it. The phyfician is fent for,&>. 
after feeling her pulfc,aiks her a pertinent queflion or two, 
as» do you feel an uneafmefi at your ftomach, madam I 
Does your head ache madarn ?
